BACKGROUND: 

Michael Seitzman (Radio/TV ’89) has been a working writer and director in Hollywood for 10 years. 

His work was introduced to audiences internationally as writer/director of “Farmer & Chase” (starring Lara 
Flynn Boyle and Ben Gazzara), writer of “Here On Earth” (Josh Hartnett, Chris Klein and Leelee Sobieski, for 
20th Century Fox) and “Angel Eyes” (uncredited) (starring Jennifer Lopez and Jim Caviezel for Warner 
Bros.). Within the film industry, he is known for having written for over 20 screenplays and teleplays for 
nearly every studio, including his most recent, “Class Action,” for Warner Bros. 

“Class Action” is adapted from the book by Clara Bingham and Laura Leedy Gansler and begins 
filming in April 2004. The screenplay was inspired by the book’s depiction of the true story of women miners 
of Minnesota, who began working on the Mesabi iron range in 1975. The women were subjected to 
extraordinary abuse by their male counterparts, until they wouldn’t stand for it anymore. This case changed the 
working environment for women everywhere and is lauded as one of the most important legal decisions for 
women in America. 

Other scripts of Seitzman’s include: “The Vow,” currently in development at Paramount; “One Last 
Fling” for The Walt Disney Company; “Fairy Godbrothers” for Miramax; “Lilly In New York,” a television 
pilot for ABC; “Max” a pilot for NBC; “Jersey,” a pilot for The WB Network; and “The Princess of Paradise 
Park,” which Seitzman plans to direct in the summer of 2004.

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MAJORITY OF GW LAW FACULTY VOTE TO JOIN THE 
FORUM FOR ACADEMIC AND INSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

WASHINGTON - At its October 24, 2003, meeting a majority of the faculty of The George 
Washington University Law School voted to join the Forum for Academic and Institutional Rights 
(FAIR). 


According to its president, Boston College President Kent Greenfield, FAIR’S mission is to 
"promote academic freedom, support educational institutions in opposing discrimination and 
vindicate the rights of institutions of higher education.” Members of FAIR may be law schools or 
their faculties. 


In 1994, Congress adopted a provision, known as the Solomon Amendment, which requires 
schools to provide the military with full access to students for recruitment purposes or risk 
termination of certain federal funds. The George Washington University prohibits discrimination in 
education and employment on the basis of race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age, disability, 
veteran status or sexual orientation. The American Association of Law Schools (AALS), of which the 
GW Law School is a founding member, has a comparable policy to which the Law School subscribes. 
Because the Armed Services permit gay men, lesbians and bisexuals to serve in the military only if 
such individuals neither disclose nor act upon their sexual orientation, giving access to recruiters from 
the Armed Services to the Law School’s Career Development Office facilities and services is 
inconsistent with both the University’s and the AALS’s employer non-discrimination policy, the 
group asserts. 

FAIR is presently involved in litigation challenging enforcement of the Solomon Amendment, 
having filed suit on September 19, 2003, in the federal district court for New Jersey with three 
organizational and three individual plaintiffs. In addition to the FAIR, the organizational plaintiffs are 
the Society of American Law Teachers, Inc., the Coalition for Equality, and the Rutgers Gay and 
Lesbian Caucus. The individual plaintiffs are students at Rutgers University School of Law. All the 
plaintiffs are represented pro bono by Andrew Dwyer of Dwyer & Dunnigan, L.L.C. in Newark. 
Lawyers from the New York and San Francisco offices of Heller, Ehrman, White & McAuliffe, LLP., 
appear of counsel. 

Under the terms of the Solomon Amendment, refusal by the Law School to permit military 
recruiters to participate in its career services programs would make the entire University ineligible to 
receive certain federal funds. In joining the FAIR, The George Washington University Law School 
faculty seeks the freedom to uphold its strongly held views against all forms of discrimination based 
on sexual orientation without incurring the significant financial hardship that loss of federal funding 
would create for both the University and its students.

The Dui Hua (“dialogue”) Foundation is a San Francisco-based organization dedicated to 
improving human rights in China. Since 1990, when he began his advocacy work on behalf of 
prisoners, John Kamm has made more than 60 trips to Beijing and other parts of China in an 
effort to engage the Chinese government in a dialogue on human rights. For his work in the area 
of corporate responsibility, Kamm was awarded the Best Global Practices Award by the 
Commerce Department in June 1997.

BACKGROUND: 

In planning for about three years, the exhibition, “Arresting Images,” is curated by professional philosopher 
Peter Caws, GW University Professor of Philosophy, working hand in hand with professional photographer Nancy 
Breslin (M.F.A., University of Delaware, 2000). Pivotal to the experience of viewing art in a gallery is being 
stopped, “arrested” by the power of the image. The photographs assembled in this exhibit share this ability to hold 
the viewer. 

In the illustrated catalogue written by Caws that accompanies the exhibition, he poses the question: What is 
phenomenology on the honor system? To paraphrase Caws, the viewer confronts an image in the gallery setting and 
has the chance to receive its impact before being able to “label” it. In another approach to the concept of “mining the 
museum,” Caws was invited by the Luther W. Brady Gallery’s professional staff to participate in selecting from the 
nearly 1,000 photographs that constitute a diverse resource of photography in the GW Permanent Collection. Caws 
and Breslin assembled the exhibition from three sources: the University Gallery Teaching Collection of the 
University of Delaware, the GW Permanent Collection and private collections. 

Photographers represented include Louis Faurer, Sally Gall, Philippe Halsman, Paul Strand, N. Jay Jaffee, 
Nancy Breslin and others. In many cases, the human presence (or lack thereof) takes precedence over the 
architectural or natural setting. Even in the seascape, “Evidence of Wind,” by Gall, while the composition 
emphasizes an expanse of sea and sky, it is the presence of the tiny sailboat that draws the eye. 

“Works of art that seem intended to contain meaning tend to be less interesting than those that are occasions 
of meaning, whatever anyone’s intention; the dialogues that the latter provoke are not mainly between author and 
reader, between photographer and viewer, but between readers, between viewers,” writes Caws. In Faurer’s 
photograph, “Broad Street Trust Company Philadelphia, PA 1939,” a man holds a cane and bears the sign “I am 
paralyzed.” The social meaning of this photograph is deliberate and clear. In contrast, the photograph by Stettner, 
entitled “Parking Lot, Volendam, Holland” presents a cryptic arrangement of three figures, a sign and bicycles. The 
viewer searches for his or her own meaning from the image. By combining approaches to the disciplines of 
philosophy and photography, the curators have brought up many provocative and unorthodox approaches to art 
appreciation, which stimulates discussion and encourages visitor interaction with the exhibition.

GW LAW SCHOOL ESTABLISHES NEW INTELLECTUAL 
PROPERTY LAW SUMMER PROGRAM IN GERMANY 

Munich is Europe’s Unofficial Intellectual Property Capital 

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University Law School has announced the launch 
of a new intellectual property law summer program in Munich, Germany, in July 2004. The program, 
which will be open to law students at both the J.D. and the graduate level worldwide, is a complement 
to GW’s nationally ranked intellectual property law program in the United States and its co-sponsored 
intellectual property master’s program at the Munich Intellectual Property Law Center, of which the 
Law School is a founding partner. 

The new summer program will offer students currently studying law in the United States and 
abroad an opportunity to spend four weeks learning from leading academics in intellectual property 
and technology law while enjoying July in Munich, the artistic, technological and political heart of 
Bavaria. Known the world over as a vibrant cultural center, Munich also is home to the European 
Patent Office, the German Patent and Trademark Office, the German Federal Patent Court and a 
number of law firms and companies with a focus on intellectual property, thus earning its reputation as 
Europe’s unofficial intellectual property capital. 

The curriculum, which has received full approval from the American Bar Association, will 
offer the latest thinking in intellectual property and technology law with an international and 
comparative law approach. Students will be able to choose from six courses on topics ranging from 
international patent law to technology and copyright issues and also will have the chance to visit local 
legal and policymaking institutions. 

“We have great expectations for our summer intellectual property program in Munich,” said 
Robert Brauneis, the director of the summer program and the co-director of the Law School’s 
Intellectual Property Law Program. “We are looking forward to welcoming outstanding faculty and 
law students from the U.S. and around the world to four weeks of stimulating interaction in a beautiful 
European city.”
